Hurricane Carla Brings Big 
Scare But Little Damage 


Hurricane Carla, the most talked- 
about “gal” of the past week, 
threw a big scare into Mississippi 
Coast residents, but left no dam- 
age, except, perhap, a little ex- 
cess water in low-lying spots. 


What, no doubt, would have 
been the largest and most destruc- 
tive hurricane ever to sirike this 
section, veered to the west and 
spent its fury on the east Texas 
and west Louisiana coasts, caus- 
ing untold millions of dollars 
worth of property damage, and 
almost a score of deaths, 


As usual, along the Coast. the 
standard precauticnary measures 
were taken, as many business 
houses and some private home 
were boarded up in anticipation 
of the strong winds and high w4- 
ter. 


‘Although the storm by-passed 


us, credit must b: given to tocat 
officials for their preparedness in 
the event it did strike. The Han- 
cock County sheriff’s office, City 
Police, Civil Defense, National 
Guard, Red Cross, American Le- 
gion and various other organiza- 
tions were ready and even did 
evacuate many person from around 
Clermont Harbor, Lakeshore ard 
other low-lying section of the 
county, until all danger had pass- 
ed. 


Hurricane Carla was classed as 
one of the largest Hurricanes 
ever to come out of the Gulf of 
Mexico, and surely could have 
been the most destructive, had 
not so much advance information 
been given to allow residents of 
the Coast to evacuate to higher 
ground. 


The preliminary estimate of 
property damage in Texas and 
Louisiana has been placed above 
a hundred million dollars. 

We thank Divine Providence that 
we were spared, but we are in 
deep sympathy with those who 
were in the storm’s path.
